It would be the biggest 
lawsuit in the history of the country. 
The proposition ^oes into tbe history of 
the operation of the Union Pndfiu and 
arraigns the directors sharply. It will 
be referred to the -judiciary committee, 
of which Boatner is chairman.

WofforiPs Testimony Creates 


a Sensation. 


WHY HEATH ItEltOYEU JUS BEAKO 


He Saw Heath With a 'Chinaman on 


Mariposa Street 
After 


Uidiiig.it. 


The court room contingent in the 


Heath case was treated yesterday, for 
the first time in tbe trial, with a genu- 
ine seneation. 


In fact it was a day of recurring ECH- 


sationa in which tlia witnesses had sue* 
cessive innings, win e the lawyers were 
so quiescent as to be inconspicuous. 


J. G. Wofford opened the ball from 


the start with evidence of a damaging 
character to the defendant, if sustained 
and corroborated, and hia erosa-examin- 
ation led from one sensation to another. 
The defense was merciless on cross-ex- 
amination as will be seen by reference 
thereto. 


Ike It. Walton was another new wit- 


ness, whose evidence was brief and cor- 
roborative of another witness. .!. W. 
Crow, another new witness, testified 
corroborative of Culver's testimony in 
the former trial, which was one of its 
irreconciliable contentions. 


Thomas Price, the expert chemist, 


was present during the day, and set up 
a small laboratory in tbe south window, 
where he iiuietlv conducted, with micro- 
scope und chemicals, an analysis of tbe 
discolorations about the bullet holes in 
McWhirter'a garments, and will prob- 
ably testify today. General JLoughton 
of San Francisco, called here on busi- 
ness, also spent an hour in court during 
the afternoon. 


MOIUNINU 
HUSSION'. 


At the opening of court Crittendcn 


Thornton was sworn and placed on the 
aland, and it was stipulated that his 
evidence on the former examination 
should be read aa his evidence in the 
case, and that tho defense might further 
cross examine him thereon. Before do- 
ing so, however, he waw withdrawn as n 
witness, and J. G. Wofford was sworn. 


J. G. Wofford testified that ho knew 


Heath, and also McWliirtor in his life 
:ime. He waa at tbe Dcmociatic )iri- 
maries in 1802. Some days after the 
primaries lie bad a conversation with 
Heath. JIc met Heath in the evening 
near tho Fifike block, and went to get 
some tiuniilcs. Heath was under the 
.nmienco of whiskey. He spoke of tbe 
trouble McWhirter bad at tho primaries 
with a man, and said McWhirter was 
trying to break u > the 
Democrat ic 


[inrly because he cnu d nothavo bis own 
way. 
iVofTonl s iid, *'I thought you and 


McWhirter were friendaV" 
Ho replied 


Llnit llioy had been, and that McWhirter 
Inid helped him when others would not, 
but tliat he !>;ul got up anew act of 
delegates, and that any son of a 
who would gat in and try to break up 
Lbe party ought to be killed. 


He had another conversation with 


[loath after tlie latter had a personal 
difficulty with Etlitur linker, in which 
le brought up McWbirter's name again, 
ind said that ho and Baker were, both 
working in together to break up the 
Democratic party because they could not 
run it, and that they ought to bo killed, 
ind that he could get a Chinese high- 
binder to kill them for $r>0. 


He saw Heath Sunday afternoon. 


August 28, 181)2, nt tbe Grand Central 
lotel, and arranged to buy two tons of 
my of him. 


Again about sundown he saw him sit- 


ing in front of the jail, and spoke to 
him again about the my. 


Ho next saw him about midnight on 


Mariposa street by tbe Loan and Suv- 
ngs bank, going towards the court 
irjuse, in company with a Chinaman 
dressed in American clothes. 


Some days after MeWhirter's death he 


saw him in the court house park. It 
waa about the time of the inquest, lie 
noticed Mint Hmith had hnd bin full 
jeard shaved off, and told Heath that 
ic did not look so well t;3 he did with a 
full beard. Heath said that the detectives 
were after him about the McWhirter 
caae, hut there was one thing — they 
would never hang him, 


Wofford went to see him in jail a day 


or BO after he was arrested, and Heath 
reached bin hand through the bars and 
ihook hands with witness, and said, 
"You are not trying to get up testimony 
igaiimt me, are you? We have always 
been friends." 
He said that he had 


liecn drinking a good deal, and bud 
talked too much. 


Cross examined by Mr. Tupper, bo 


was iibked if he had not been in straight- 
ened circumstances for tbe paat two 
years, and answered not more EO than 
other people in Fresno. Ho had been a 
deputy constable, special policeman and 
night watchman. As night watch be 
received from $50 to $75 per month, con- 
tributed by property owners. He denied 
that some of these people bad refused to 
pay him ; some had put him off a few 
ays. He worked up to January 1, 
18!)4. Some of the men said times were 
liard and that they couldn't pay him, 
ind ho quit. 


He then wont to San Francisco; was 


.hero about six weeks, looking for a job, 
and bad not earned any money. I le got 
:Oinp, money from Louis K. Prnsso to 
limit up some witnesses in San Francisco 
in his case with Joseph Spinney. Prusao 
gave him $1 and promised U> give him 
more. Since January 1st W. H. Mc- 
Ken/.ie had paid him $10 or $20, about 
January Glh, and the electric light, com- 
pany paid him $20, for lighting lamps, 
.ilxint the 9 h. His family consisted of 
eight persona, besides a married daugh- 
ter who was with him part of the time. 
The members of bis family earn some 
money. They get $20 a month for 
lighting lamps and one boy gels $12 a 
month for delivering pa pent and $(i.iiO 
as janitor of the school houee. 


During the recent trial of Mrs. Mc- 


Whiiter'a case against the insurance 
company be waa in attendance on the 
United States court in San Francisco 
part of tho time. Wan not among tbe 
witnesses every day. He met Leo Ulas- 
ingamc on Bush street. He was getting 
ready to come home. Lee asked him if 
he was a witness and ho told him he 
was not; asked him if be waa well 
acquainted with Gcorgo Itnport; told 
him he was and how long ho had known 


him, and Lee told him to atav as he 
might need him as a witness. 
WuffonJ 


told him he was short of inonev and Lee 
said he would pay his expenses and lit 
agreed to stay. 


That evening Lee gave him $1.50 on 


tho corner of Market street, opposite the 
Palace hotel. After that lie got $0 from 
George MiiWhirter. He went to the 
Grand hotel after the trhil to see him 
and got the money; told him he waa 
short of money and wanted to go to Los 
Angeles with Al Statham to get a job; 
could go by boat for $(S on a scalper's 
ticket. He had been rooming with Al 
Stilt hum while down there. 


He told George McWhirt-jr that ho 


was short of money und would like a 
little, and that ho would see him in 
Fresno. Ho gave him $6 and said he 
could let him have that much. When 
he went to Han t'raucisco lie took $04 
with him ; left a few dollars with his 
family. When be got buck from San 
Francisco he bad $15 left. When he got 
the $0 from George MeWhirter, Statham 
owed him money he had borrowed 
while there and he had a dollar or two 
on bund. 


When ho told McWhirter he was short 


he had about $10— was not positive 113 to 
the amount, it was from $8 to $15. 


He went to McWhirter to get money 


because he was from Fresno. There 
were fifteen or twenty other men from 
Fresno and they were all broke and had 
been to him to get money. 


He was u candidate at the primaries 


of May 10, 3892. The first conversation 
was after that and before Heath's alter- 
cation with Baker, possibly a week or 
ten days alter the primaries; met him 
between 10 o'clock and midnight in 
front, of Htii'ka' drugstore in the Fisku 
block; shook hands, and went down to 
get tamales. They talked uuout the 
primaries. Had a conversation with 
Heath the night of the primaries about 
McWhirter. 
He hud not mentioned 


this to Mr, Johnson of tbe defense. This 
waa alao at tbe Fisko block and between 
10 and 12 o'clock at night. Heath said 
he had always liked McWbirter, but 
ihat he had got up anew set of dele- 
gates and was trying to break up the 
Democratic party 
and ought to bo 


killed. In tho second conversation be 
said the

killed und he could get u Chinese high- 
binder to do the job for $50. 


He told W. H. McKenxie of this a few 


days after McWhirter was killed, and 
told .loh n Mears of this after the first 
trial. 
Was deputy constable at the 


time; was in town during the lust trial, 
and attended it part of the time; read 
the report of it in the papers. Did not 
tell anyone of 
UICHC declurutiuiiH of 


Heath's. 


When be told W. H. McKen/.ie what 


1 lentli bad aaid ho asked him to say 
nothing about it, and enjoined secrecy. 
He knew that there was a large reward 
offered, and that McKennio was one of 
the persona offering it, when he en- 
joined secrecy. When ho told Mears of 
it liu did not tell it all ; did not tell him 
.ibont hiring the China highbinder for 
$50; 
told him Heath said McWhirtor 


ought to be killed. 


In San Francisco he talked with Lee 


Blasingumo, George McWhirter, C. J. 
Stihvell and Detective McKarlane, din- 
ing the recent trial there, but told none 
of them what hu knew of this matter. 
May have told Al Stall nun ; thinks 
Mears told Wulser of it, as Walser had 
lieeii after him to Ibid out what be 
knmv. He would not tell him, as he 
did not want to be a witness in the caso. 
After be had been mibptmiuod in thia 
UUHU he went to F. If. Shcrt'a ollii-e with 
Mears on Tuesday and said to Mr. Short 
;.hnt ht> did not. want to lip a wittwti in 
tbe case. Mr. Short told him that he 
would bo aworn anyway, and then be 
,ald what be knew. 


Saw Heath on tho J street side of the 


3 rand Central hotel; asked him how ho 
was getting along; Hiiid hu was foreman 
of a ranch out near Barton's and that lie 
uid brought in a load of hay. Don't 
recollect that he said anything about 
coming in to get (Jhinamen to pick 
grapes. He brought in baled grain hay 
ind took it to Henry's stable. He waa 
.0 bring mo in two tons of tbe same 
tind the next day or Tuesday sure. I 
x>Id him I would inept him along there 
n the afternoon and ahow him whcru I 
ived; had showed him my house once 
when he'was full and 1 took him out to 
:ct him on tho right road home. No 
,ime was fixed when I was to meet him. 
The way he talked he was going to stay 
ill night. 1 just supposed he would us 
bo bad stayed all night and thought ho 
would do eo again. He said be would 
>c here the next afternoon. Tina con- 
versation occurred between 2 and 5 
o'clock in tbe afternoon ; think it was 
ibout ;t o'clock. Ho was to jmy $8 or $1) 
:asb for the bay. Nothing was .said 
ibont when ho waa going out. 


Witness then went up to the court- 


house park ; was park policeman at the 
time; left Heath at the Grand Contra] 
lotel. Next saw him about (i o'clock 
iitting in u chair in front of tbe jail or 
>y the jail door. Spoke lo him again 
ihout the hay and told him to bo sure 
ind bring it in. Sheriff Hcnsley was 
.here. He cither was flitting down or 
passed by at the time within a few feet 
md could have seen them. There was 
in electric light; it waa after dark. It 
may have been nearer 7 than (i o'clock. 
Heath did not seem to be drunk ; talked 
only a few minutes. He snid nothing 
about grape-pickers atthattime. A few 
minutes laler be saw Heath go down 
toward tbe Grund Central hotel alone. 


Witness went down lo Los Angeles a 


[ew days ago on a pass telegraphed him 
Liy George tjabin on bueineaa connected 
with Iho n treat of Jones, who waa sup- 
posed to have something to do wit.h the 
lioscoo robbery. He did not see K. W. 
I'ollcy and was not looking for him. His 
,rip there had nothing to do with this 
:usft whatever. 


About 12.JM) of the night McWhirter 


was killed be came down Alariposu 
street and met Heath and a Chinaman 
ilungfidc tho Loan and Savings bank 
going towards the court house. He bad 
it-en the Chinaman in Chinatown and 
once on Mari.iobu street at the intersec- 
tion of 1, going in the direction of the 
Farmers' hank. The electric light was 
burning aG 
Mariponu and 
.) streets 


when bo met Heath and the Chinaman. 
He. took tins outside of the walk and 
Heath and the Chinaman the inside, 
Heath being next tlie wall; did not 
sneak to them or puss tho time of day ; 
said nothing about the bay. They 
showed no disposition to avoid Wofford, 
and neither of them had a bundle in 
their bands. Was close enough to see 
them if they had had one.

THE bloodless end of tlie Brazilian 


rebellion illustrates the reluctance with 
which nations now engage in war that 
amounts to more than a perfunctory ex- 
change of hostilities at long range. The 
terrible destnictiveness of uiudern en- 
gines and armaments of war evidently 
has much to do with the disposition of 
those who are in a fighting mood to en- 
gage in a contest of arms. If the use of 
modern guns and other implements of 
destruction were prohibited, European 
war rumors would change within half a 
year's time to accounts of the greatest 
war in the annals ot history. The war 
spirit is not yirt dead, but a knowledge 
of the inevitable results caiiBRfi nations 
to hesitate to engage in that barbarous 
enterprise.
